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Progress in Anglo-Soviet Technological 
Exchanges 


ARLIER THIS YEAR articles appeared in the Board of Trade 

Journal (March 18, 1960, page 601), the journals of the Federation 

of British Industries and National Union of Manufacturers and 
various Chambers of Commerce publications, explaining the facilities 
available for British firms, trade and research associations to take part 
in technological exchanges with the Soviet Union within the frame- 
work of the current Anglo-Soviet Cultural Agreement. 


Since then, contacts between the United Kingdom and the Soviet 
Union in the technological field have developed at an increasing 
tempo. The I.C.I. Plastics Exhibition and the British Scientific 
Instrument Manufacturers’ Exhibition in Moscow have helped to 
stimulate interest there in British technical achievements, while the 
Soviet Automation Exhibition has led to an increased interest being 
taken by United Kingdom firms in Soviet achievement in that field. 


The advantages to be derived by both sides in the exchange of 
technological know-how will, no doubt, be further emphasized next 
year as a result of the British Trade Fair to be held in Moscow in 
May 1961 and the Soviet Fair in London next August. 


Meanwhile, the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
and the Foreign Office have been able to assist in making arrangements 
with the Soviet State Scientific and Technical Committee for a number 
of exchanges. In June, the Federation of Wire Rope Manufacturers 
received a Soviet delegation to study technology and equipment for 
the production of steel wire and wire rope and will be sending a 
delegation to the Soviet Union in the autumn. The firms visited 
were British Ropes Ltd., Martin Black & Co. (Wire Ropes) Ltd., and 
Webster & Co. Ltd. 


A delegation from the British Electrical and Allied Manufacturers 
Association also visited the Soviet Union in June to study welding 
techniques and expects a return visit later this year. Six Soviet 
experts recently came here as guests of the Refractories Association 
of Great Britain and a return visit was made to the Soviet Union in 
July; this exchange was organized on the British side by B.I.S.R.A. 


As a result of proposals put to the State Scientific and Technical 
Committee through the D.S.I.R., it is hoped to arrange for the Cotton 
Industry Research Association, the Printing, Packaging and Allied 
Trades Research Association and the British Welding Research 
Association to exchange visits of experts with the appropriate Soviet 
organizations.

It is expected that a United Kingdom delegation will proceed to 
Moscow at the end of the year to negotiate a new series of cultural, 
scientific and technological exchanges to replace the present pro- 
gramme which runs only to the end of March 1961. 
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The Foreign Office and the D.S.I.R. are anxious to compile in 
advance of the negotiations as comprehensive a list as possible of 
subjects for technological exchanges which would be of interest to 
—- firms, trade and research associations in the United King- 

om. 


The intention is that the exchanges should this time be on a basis 
of overall rather than item by item reciprocity, i.e. there would be 
the same number of visits in each direction but not necessarily covering 
the same subjects. 


In many cases both British and Soviet participants in the exchanges 
will, no doubt, find it advantageous to send and receive experts in the 
same technical field, but by making the scheme in this way more 
flexible, it should be possible also to include subjects where there is 
only interest in a one-way visit.

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Traders Follow Up Prime Minister’s Export Call 


EXPORTS HAVE BECOME a major talking point in industry since 
the Prime Minister’s appeal last month. As can be seen from the 
continuing correspondence in the Press, much constructive thought 
is being given to ways in which established and potential exporters 
can implement Mr. Macmillan’s call. Conferences and meetings are 
being arranged by various industrial and trade organizations, while 


individual firms are reporting new efforts in the drive for more over- 
seas trade. 


The following items are selected from recent trade announcements 
received by the Board of Trade Journal: 


Recruitment and Training in Small Firms 


The Federation of British Industries announce that a three-day 
conference on recruitment and training policy in small firms is to be 
opened by Sir Norman Kipping at Buxton on September 26, 1960. 


The first national get-together of its kind to be held by British 
industry, the conference is intended for top executives of firms 
employing less then 1,000 people. Its purpose is to examine the 
recruitment and training problems faced by firms of this size and to 
find possible solutions. 


The idea has been inspired by a growing realization amongst 
F.B.I. members that the 23,000 small United Kingdom firms, which 
employ 39 per cent. of the industrial labour force, must step-up 
their drive for technological progress if they are to succeed against 
growing competition from overseas. It is felt that those which fail 
to ensure technical and executive managerial continuity and planned 
expansion may face grave difficulties in the future. 


Selling Capital Goods Overseas 


An opportunity to discuss the vital question of exports will be 
provided at the British Institute of Management Conference on 
‘Selling Capital Goods’ to be held in Harrogate from November 
16-18, 1960. 


The export of capital goods to under-developed countries, overseas 
competition, the effect of the European Common Market on exports 
and restrictive practices in the export market will be discussed in the 
opening paper by Dr. J. G. Mackay, managing director, Francis 
Shaw & Co. Ltd., and chairman, Rustyfa Ltd. ‘Overseas Sales and 
Service’, which is to include the question of how the sales of capital 
goods can be extended overseas, will be considered by Mr. A. R. 
Barker, Home Sales Controller, John Blackwood Hodge & Co. Ltd. 
Technical innovations in production matched to customer needs and 
the question of how the British manufacturers compare in this respect 
with those overseas will be the subject of a paper by Mr. P. L. Johnson, 
manager, Technical Services, Ruston & Hornsby Ltd. 


Other papers will cover “The Development of Selling Ability’ by 
Mr. Peter Ford, managing director Coventry Climax International 
Ltd.; ‘Long Term Repayment as an Aid to Selling’ by Mr. L. C. 
Mather, joint general manager, Midland Bank Ltd.; “The Role of 
Advertising in Selling Capital Goods’ by Mr. W. E. Osborne, chair- 


man and managing director of Osborne Peacock Co. Ltd.; ‘Public 
Relations’ by Mr. Charles Hervey, United Steel Companies Ltd. 
Mr. J. Broderick (head of the Intelligence Department, Mullard Ltd.) 
will speak on ‘Market Survey Work in Light and Heavy Capital 
Goods’, and Mr. A. H. White, deputy chairman and managing director 
of Lithgows Ltd., and vice-president of the Shipping Conference 
will speak on “The Place of Shipbuilding in the National Economy’. 
Sir Leslie Robinson of the Board of Trade will give the closing 
address on November 18. 


Course on Export Management

managers and senior executives, is to be held at Sundridge Park 
Management Training Centre, Bromley, Kent, from November 27 
to December 2. 


“The purpose of the course, which is designed to complement 
Sundridge Park’s existing course on sales management, is to review 
the factors affecting export policy and marketing procedures under 
present world conditions and in the light of the Prime Minister’s

Engineering Display in Canada 


‘Following on the Prime Minister’s appeal for more exports, and 
within a few weeks of the highly successful British Exhibition in New 
York, comes news of another bid for an increased share of the dollar 
market. The Board of Trade and the Birmingham Engineering Centre 
are jointly organizing a substantial British engineering exhibit at the 
National Industrial Production Show of Canada, to be held in Toronto 
from May 8 to 12, 1961. 


This exhibition, one of the leading specialist shows in Canada, is 
held every two years and receives widespread support from Canadian, 
American and European firms. In 1959 the joint effort by the Board of 
Trade and the Engineering Centre at Toronto for the first time was 
regarded as a very successful venture by the 39 British firms who 
took part, and it has been decided to repeat the effort on similar lines 
next year.’—(The Birmingham Engineering Centre.)

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Domestic Food Consumption and Expenditure, 
1958 

THE NINTH ANNUAL REPORT of the National Food Survey 
Committee Domestic Food Consumption and Expenditure 1958 was 
published on August 19, (price 10s. 0d. from H.M. Stationery Office). 
The main sections of the Report, which follow the same general 
arrangement as the report for 1957 issued last year, describe the diet 
of the average household and the diets of households of different 
income levels and of different family composition. Appendices 
contain estimates of food consumption and expenditure by region, 
by type of area, and for each of the broad social classes defined in 
terms of occupational status and skill by the Registrars-General. 


For the first time, the Report includes a chapter giving estimates 
of income — and price-elasticities of demand for individual foods, 
which will be of interest to producers, manufacturers and marketing 
organizations who are concerned to make assessments of demand in 
a free market. The demand for most foods is shown to be less sensitive 
to differences in income than before the war, and to be generally 
more responsive to changes in prices than to differences in income. 
Estimates of income-elasticities are given both for expenditure and for 
quantities purchased; for most foods the elasticity is higher for 
expenditure than for quantity, since families in the higher income 


groups tend to pay higher prices for foods of better quality or for 
service. 





New Scheme for Standards Associates

the British Standards Institution for a ‘Register of Standards Asso- 

ciates’. Mr. H. A R. Binney, Director of B.S.I. was in the chair. 
The objects of the scheme were agreed to be: 

‘To provide a forum for those connected with standards 
matters, to increase knowledge and develop techniques in order 
to further the aims and practice of standardization, generally 
through discussion and dissemination of information.’ 


Those on the Register will become associates of the B.S.I. They 
will receive copies of B.S.I. News each month, a list of the names on 
the Register from time to time, and, it is hoped, a special bulletin. 

The initial annual subscription to join the Register is one guinea.

Northern Ireland Index of Industrial Production 


THE PROVISIONAL Index of Industrial Production in Northern 
Ireland for June 1960, prepared by the Ministry of Commerce, is 
124 (average 1954 = 100). This is three points lower than the revised 
index for May 1960 and six points higher than the index for June 1959. 
Clothing at 148 is 23 points higher than in June 1959, and textiles 
at 106 is seven points higher. The index numbers for the other main 
industrial groups in June 1960 (the number of points higher or lower 
than in June 1959, are shown in brackets) are: engineering and metals, 
115 (+5); food, drink and tobacco, 165 (+10); construction, 105 
(—24); other manufacturing industries, 139 (+26); gas, electricity and 
water, 114 (+10).

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United Kingdom Overseas Trade in July 


UNITED KINGDOM EXPORTS in July were valued at {274-80 
million, imports at £381-4 million, and re-exports at £10-9 million. 

The recorded value of exports in July was unchanged from the 
low June level, in spite of a longer working month, and, seasonally 
adjusted, showed a further fall. The dockers’ and seamen’s strikes 
probably contributed a little to this, but the effect on the average of 
the last three months’ figures can hardly have been significant. The 
July figures therefore seem to confirm the change to a downward 
trend in exports. In the three months of May to July exports of 
United Kingdom products were, seasonally adjusted, 5 per cent. less 
in value than in February to April. The fall cannot be attributed to 
exports to any particular area or of any particular group of products. 

Imports, seasonally adjusted, were 2} per cent. more in value in 
May to July than in February to April. The increase was wholly in 
manufactured goods, with little change in the cost of food, beverages 
and tobacco as a class, or of basic materials, apart from normal seasonal 
variations, and a fall in fuel imports. Imports both of manufactures 
for further processing and of finished manufactures for consumption 
or investment continued to rise, but if allowance is made for the 
seven Boeing aircraft received in the last three months, at about 
£2 million apiece, compared with one in the previous period, the 
rate of increase in imports of other finished manufactures shows

definite signs of easing. If the Boeings are discounted, the increase in 
total imports in the last three months is reduced from 24 per cent. 
to 1 per cent., compared with a 14 per cent. increase on the 
corresponding months of last year. The strikes are believed to have 
affected recent import figures less than the export figures. 

In the first seven months of this year the average rate of exports 
was 64 per cent., and of imports 13 per cent., above the average for 
the year 1959. There was no significant change i in re-exports. 


Area Pattern of Exports 


Exports to North America and to the Overseas Sterling Area have 
clearly been falling recently. ‘There has been at least a pause in the 
increase in exports to Western Europe as a whole, although in the 
last three months they were still 12 per cent. above the level of a 
year earlier.

Exports to the Sterling Area were sustained a little above the level 
of a year earlier mainly by a substantial increase in exports to Australia; 
these were up by 14 per cent. There were also substantial increases 
om a year earlier in exports to New Zealand, Pakistan and Malaya. 
Exports to India, South Africa, Rhodesia and Nyasaland, and Ghana 
were markedly below last year’s level. 

to North America in the last three months fell 11 per cent. 
below the level of a year earlier. Exports to the United States were 
down by 17 per cent., and to Canada by 1} per cent., but the rate of 
fall since the beginning of this year seems to have been about the 
same in both cases. 

Exports to the Common Market countries seem to have been sus- 
tained rather better than exports to other Western European countries 
as a whole, and were 13 per cent. more than a year earlier. The increase 
to Italy was 26 per cent., to West Germany 21 per cent., to France 
14 per cent., and to Belgium 10 per cent.; exports to the Netherlands

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were slightly below last year’s level. Among members of the European 
Free Trade Association, exports to Sweden were up by 20 per cent., 
to Norway by 18 per cent., to Austria by 22 per cent. and to Denmark 
by 4 per cent. Exports to Switzerland were down heavily and to 
Portugal slightly, and exports to the Association as a whole up by 
6 per cent. There were substantial increases compared with a year 
earlier in exports to Finland, Spain and Yugoslavia. 

The fall in exports to Latin America, compared with a year earlier, 
was mainly in exports to the Argentine, Venezuela and Cuba; there 
were substantial increases to a number of other countries, including 
Mexico, Brazil, Chile and Colombia. 


The 17 per cent. increase in exports to the rest of the world, ex- 
cluding the Soviet Union and Eastern Europe, included an increase 
of more than three times in exports to China, exports to Egypt more 
than doubled, and to Libya increased by over 50 per cent. 


Commodity Pattern of Exports 


The widespread nature of the fall in exports since the beginning 
of this year is illustrated by the figures for selected commodity groups 
shown in the table. Almost all of them show a smaller increase com- 
pared with a year earlier in the last three months than in the first 
four months of this year. Although this partly reflects the increase 
between the two corresponding periods of last year, the impression 
of a general decline is confirmed by comparison of the monthly average 
figures for January to April and for May to July this year; these 
comparisons must in some cases include some normal seasonal fall, 
but the change is in most cases too large to be accounted for in this 
way. 


Engineering Products 
Exports of engineering products in the last three months were 
3 per cent. more than a year earlier, compared with a 14 per cent. 
increase on a year earlier in the first four months of this year. This 
undoubtedly reflected a real fall since the beginning of the year, 
not attributable to seasonal factors. While the most marked falls 
since the opening months of this year were in cars, particularly in the 
last two months, and aircraft, there were also substantial falls in 
machinery, both electrical and non-electrical, and exports of electrical 
machinery, apparatus and appliances were 4 per cent. less in the last 
months than a year earlier. Exports of commercial vehicles 
in the last three months, although showing a smaller increase on a 
year earlier than in the opening months of the year, were up by 14 per 
cent. and seem to be still growing. Exports of scientific instruments 
seem to have been maintained after an earlier increase, and were 
10 per cent. more in value than a year ago, allowing for the exclusion 
of exposed cinematograph film from last year’s figures. 


Machinery Other than Electric 


The slowing down in exports of non-electric machinery was seen 
in a number of the more important categories; exports of boilers and 
boiler house plant, pumps, mechanical handling plant (particularly 
the heavier items) and miscellaneous industrial machinery were less 
than a year earlier, and also at a lower rate than in the first four months 
of the year. Exports of tractors were at a substantially lower rate 
than earlier in the year, and showed an increase of 20 per cent. on a 
year earlier compared with an increase of over 50 per cent. on a 
year earlier in the first four months of the year. The sharp increase 
in exports of machine tools also showed signs of slackening; after an 
increase of 37 per cent. on a year earlier in the first four months of 
the year, exports in the last three months were at a rather lower rate, 
though still 25 per cent. more than a year earlier. There were sub- 
stantial further increases in exports of textile machinery, excavating 
and earth-moving machinery, office machinery, and new aero engines 
and parts. 

Electric Machinery, Apparatus and Appliances 

The fall in exports of electrical goods below the level of a year 
earlier was due to substantial falls in generators and motors, trans- 
formers, switchgear, etc., telegraph and telephone equipment, and 
cables. Each of these categories also showed falls, substantial except 
in the case of telegraph and telephone equipment, from the level of 
the earlier months of this year. Exports of radio equipment and valves 
showed a substantial increase, of 15 per cent. on a year earlier, although 
no improvement on the level of the first four months of this year;

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the increase was mainly in components other than valves. There was 
also an increase of nearly 30 per cent. on a year earlier in exports of 
electrically operated portable mechanical appliances and power tools. 
Domestic laundry machinery is excluded from these figures and 
included with non-electric machinery; this shows a similar increase. 
Exports of electric equipment for motor vehicles continue at a high 
level, 47 per cent. above that of the corresponding period of 1959. 


Motor Vehicles 


The reduction in exports of cars to the level of a year earlier was 
mainly due to the sharp fall in exports to the United States which, 
in the last three months, were 27 per cent. less in value than in the 
corresponding months of last year. Exports to Canada have also been 
falling, but were still 15 per cent. above the level of a year earlier. 
Commercial vehicle exports, although showing a smaller increase on 
a year earlier than in the first four months of the year, continue to 
expand. Exports of non-electrical motor vehicle parts were 26 per 
cent. more than a year earlier. 


Textile Manufactures 


Total textile exports in the last three months were reduced slightly 
below the level of a year earlier, after showing an increase of 12 per 
cent. earlier in the year. Wool manufactures fell 6 per cent., and cotton 
manufactures 5 per cent., below last year’s level, and the total was 
sustained by man-made fibre and miscellaneous textile manufactures, 
particularly carpets. 


Metals and Miscellaneous Metal Manufactures 


Exports of iron and steel, although still 15 per cent. more than a 
year earlier, fell well below the level of the earlier months of this year. 
The industry is now running near capacity, and the fall in exports no 
doubt reflected the increased home demand for consumption and 
stocks. Shipments of non-ferrous metals were slightly below the level 
of a year earlier and that of the first four months of this year. Exports 
of miscellaneous metal manufactures showed a small rise on a year 
earlier, but a slight fall on the first four months of this year. 


Other Manufactures 


After expanding steadily for nearly two years, at 12 to 14 per cent. 
a year, exports of chemicals in the last three months showed a smaller 
increase, of 9 per cent., on a year earlier, and were running only 
slightly higher than in the earlier months of this year. Exports of 
non-metallic metal manufactures (mainly pottery and glass) also 
showed signs of slackening, and clothing exports fell below last year’s 
level, after an increase of 7 per cent. on a year earlier in the first 
four months. Exports of rubber manufactures continued to rise, and 
were 14 per cent. above the level of a year earlier. 


Other Exports 


Exports of food, beverages and tobacco were only slightly more 
than a year earlier, and less than in the first four months of the year, 
when they were 15 per cent. up on the corresponding months of 1959. 
Beverages, mainly whisky, showed a slight fall on a year earlier, com- 
pared with 9 per cent. increase in the earlier months of this year. 
Exports of cereals were seasonally down from the exceptionally high 
level of the early months of this year, but were still above last year’s 
level. There was a sharp fall in exports of live animals, and a less 
marked fall in sugar and sugar preparations. 


Basic material exports were 3 per cent. less than a year earlier. 
Exports of wool tops were 10 per cent. more in value than a year 
earlier, although little changed in weight, and the value of raw wool 
exported was also up, although the weight was down, but these in- 
creases were balanced by a fall in value of exports of hair and of noils 
and wastes. Exports of metal scrap continue at a low level, and there 
was also a fall in exports of vegetable oils. Coal and petroleum exports 
continued above the level of the corresponding period of last year, 
but petroleum exports seem to have been falling more than seasonally 
since the beginning of this year. 


Imports 


The changes in the level of imports of food, beverages and tobacco 
and basic materials during the first seven months of this year appear 
to be due almost entirely to normal seasonal factors. The value of 
imports of fuels in the last three months was at a lower level than in 
the first four months of the year and the increase in total imports

was overwhelmingly due to a continued rise in the level of imports 
of manufactures, both goods for further processing and finished 
manufactures. 

Compared with a year earlier, imports of food, beverages and tobacco 
were up by some 2 per cent. Imports of meat were up by 12 per cent., 
and of cereals and feedingstuffs 3 per cent., due to heavier imports 
wheat, barley and maize, largely offset by a lower level of imports of 
animal feedingstuffs. There was, however, a 14 per cent. reduction 
in imports of dairy products due almost entirely to an 11 per cent. 
reduction in the value of butter imports, the quantity imported bei 
little changed, and a reduction in cheese imports which were 30 
cent. less by value and 17 per cent. less by volume than a year earlier. 

Imports of basic materials cost 14 per cent. more than in May-July 
1959, mainly because of increases of 29 per cent. and 41 cent. in 
imports of timber and of ores and scrap. Imports of materials 
were 4 per cent. below the level of a year earlier, a 9 per cent. fall in 
the value of imports of wool and wool tops (with a 13 per cent. fall

in: the quantity imported), being more than sufficient to account for 
this. Oils and oilseeds were 18 per cent. down by value on a year 
earlier with virtually no change in the quantity imported. 

Im of fuels were were 8 per cent. below the level of the earlier 
months of the year and 4 per cent. less than a year earlier. There was 
no change compared with a year earlier in the value of imports of 
crude and partly refined petroleum, despite a 5 per cent. increase in 
volume, and the reduction in the total cost of fuel imports was due to 
a reduction, by value and volume, in imports of most refined products. 


Imports of manufactured goods largely for further processing in 
May-July were 9 per cent. above the level of the four earlier months 
of the year; little if any of this increase can be accounted for by 
seasonal factors and the trend continues upwards. Compared with a 
year earlier, the increase was {25-7 million a month or 48 per cent. 
‘The main contributions to the increase came from iron and steel, 
up by £8-4 million a month or 244 per cent., and non-ferrous metals, 
up by £8-2 million a month or 50 per cent. Chemical imports were 
up by 24 per cent. but were 4 per cent. below the level of the first 
four months of this year. Textile imports were up by 42 per cent.; 
two-thirds of the increase was due to greater imports of cotton 
textiles, the remainder being shared almost equally by man-made 
fibre yarns and fabrics and miscellaneous textile manufactures. 
Imports were, however, barely above the level of the first four months. 


The value of imports of finished manufactures was 18 per cent. 
above the level of January to April, the seasonal element in the increase 
being slight, but excluding aircraft and ships, imports of which 
fluctuate widely, the increase was only 10 per cent. 


Imports of non-electric machinery were {2-8 million a month or 
19 per cent. greater than a year earlier, the rate of increase being about 
the same as in the first four months of the year. Electrical machinery 
imports were 33 per cent. up compared with the 37 per cent. increase 
recorded earlier. Compared with the first four months of the year, the 
slackening in the rate of increase of finished manufactures appears 
to have been mainly due to motor vehicles, and clothing and miscel- 
laneous manufactured goods. Imports of new cars were 251 per cent. 
greater than a year earlier compared with the 286 per cent. increase 
recorded in the first four months. Import of motor-cycles were 
26 per cent. down following an increase of 76 per cent. in the first 
four months of the year, three wheelers up by 105 per cent. compared 
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with an earlier increzze of 278 per cent. For commercial vehicles, 
an increase of 168 per cent. in May-July followed an increase of 
61 per cent. in January-April. The rate of increase of miscellaneous 
manufactured articles also slackened, imports being 34 per cent. 
greater than a year earlier, compared with the 70 per cent. increase 
recorded in the first four months of the year. Imports of domestic 
refrigerators were up by 20 per cent. compared with an earlier increase 
of 369 per cent. 


Imports by Areas 

Of the total increase in imports of £52 million a month in May-July 
over a year earlier, non-sterling countries accounted for {£47 million, 
imports being 22 per cent. greater than a year earlier, about the 
same increase as in the first four months of the year. Compared 
with January-April, there was an increase of 8 per cent., partly 
due to normal seasonal factors. Sterling imports contributed 
£5 million a month to the increase in the total compared with a year 
earlier; they increased by 4 per cent. after a 9 per cent. increase on 
the year earlier in the first four months. Compared with the first four 
months there was a decrease of 8 per cent., almost entirely seasonal. 

Imports from North America were 52 per cent., or £284 million 
a month, above the level of a year earlier following a 36 per cent. rise 
in the first four months; imports from the United States were up by 
£21 million, or 77 per cent., and from Canada by £7} million or 
27 per cent. Imports from Western Europe contributed a further 
£18 million, an increase of 19 per cent. compared with one of 25 per 
cent. in the first four months. Imports from the Soviet Union and 
Eastern Europe were at the level of a year earlier, following an increase 
by one-third in January-April. Imports from the rest of the world were 
5 per cent. above the level of the corresponding period a year earlier; 
allowing for seasonal factors, there was probably only a slight increase 
on the earlier months of this year.

Industrial Electrical Resistance Thermometers 


A NEw British Standard — ‘Part 3: 1960. Industrial Electrical Resist- 
ance Thermometers’ (B.S. 1041:1960) has just been published. In 
the 17 years since the original issue of this standard the industrial 
application of thermometry has benefited from considerable improve- 
ments in available instruments and techniques. It was to reflect these 
improvements that a team oi B.S.I. experts undertook a revision of 
the standard. (To facilitate the inclusion of new information, other 
parts of the revision are to be published separately as and when 
completed.) 

Part 3 deals with the principles of electrical resistance thermometry 
and describes the circuits commonly in use for this purpose. The 
properties of the pure metals usually employed for electrical resistance 
thermometer elements are summarized in an appendix and some 
information on the characteristics and use of thermistors is given in 
a second appendix. 

A list of the parts into which the revised Code is to be issued is 
given in the foreword.

33 kV Cable Run in Iran 


The BICC Group have supplied and successfully installed 2-6 miles 
of 33 kV, 3-core solid H-type power cable, armoured and P.V.C. 
sheathed overall, and 3} miles of 7-pair underground pilot cable at 
Abadan in Iran. The cable route runs from the Oil Consortium’s 
Power Station in Abadan to the commencement of the 132 kV over- 
head line from Abadan to Ahwaz. This installation, valued at £82,500, 
is a relatively small but important contribution to the Iranian Govern- 
ment’s plan to develop Khuzestan Province, an agricultural region with 
large areas of mars d, adjacent to the Abadan oil fields and re- 
finery on the Persian Gulf.

Water Supply Equipment for Nyasaland 

Richard Costain (Africa) have been awarded a £410,000 contract in 
connection with the Walker’s Ferry Scheme, Nyasaland. The con- 
tract is being carried out for the Mudi River Water Board, the con- 
sulting engineers being Scott & Wilson, Kirkpatrick & Partners. The 
contract entails the laying of 30 miles of high pressure main varying 
from 24 in. to 12 in. diameter, including several river, road and 
railway crossings. It is located between the Shire River and Blantyre/ 
Limbe, an area which is desperately in need of the water which this 
main will supply. Scheduled time for completion of the contract is 
two years.

An open letter from H. W. Woodruff, United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Charge in 
Malaya and in Singapore 


EAR EXPORTER, 


Last year, 1959, the United Kingdom’s share of Malaya’s 

import trade fell very markedly compared with 1958. Whereas 
the United Kingdom’s share of Sterling Area imports from the main 
industrial countries declined from 48 per cent. to 45 per cent., her 
share of Malaya’s imports from these countries fell from 48 per cent. 
to 42 per cent. If we look at the Malayan import figures for the four 
classes comprising manufactured goods and compare our actual 
perforrmance in 1959 with the figure which would have maintained 
our 1958 share, we find that the United Kingdom lost trade to the 
value of £8 million. Looked at in the same way, West Germany gained 
nearly £4 million; other Continental O.E.E.C. countries, Hong Kong 
and the United States, gained by lesser but still substantial amounts; 
Japan made a small loss. 

One is bound to ask whether the causes of the United Kingdom’s 
loss, if not exactly peculiar to the Malayan market, were at any rate 
operating there with particular force. Were United Kingdom manu- 
facturers deliberately giving preference to other markets? Were their 
competitors making a special effort in this market? Were there weak- 
nesses in our sales effort which showed up under pressure? Were there 
any changes in local conditions which reacted especially adversely 
on the sale of British goods? 


On the face of it Malaya is an attractive market for manufactured 
goods. Although comparatively small in numbers of population, its 
purchasing power is high. The annual per capita income of the 
inhabitants of the Federation is in the neighbourhood of £100; in 
Singapore it is even higher. The level of consumption is high and its 
pattern favours the importation of a wide range of consumer durables. 
The rapid rate of population increase calls for a high level of public 


expenditure on both economic projects and the extension of social 
services and both Governments are working on further Five Year 
Development Plans. The current buoyancy of returns from nibber 
growing and the improved prospects for earnings from tin, coupled 
with the ending of the Emergency, have enabled the Federation to 
embark on a whole-hearted scheme for rural development including 
the opening up of new land, the building of roads, bridges and irriga- 
tion works and the improvement of marketing facilities, and the 
extension of social services, all of which will lead to increased incomes 
in the future. Meanwhile, replanting with higher yielding forms of 
rubber, both by estates and by smallholders, continues to take place 
on a large scale. In Singapore, measures to maintain and increase the 
efficiency of the port are to be undertaken at the same time as measures 
for promoting secondary industry and providing the basic super- 
structure which must accompany it. 

Neither the question mark which hangs over the future of the natural 
rubber industry in the longer term, nor any doubts you may have 
about political developments in the area would justify neglect of the 
good trade prospects which Malaya offers in the foreseeable future. 
Quite obviously our competitors are not neglecting them. 

There is an urgent need to review the attitude and methods of the 
past if we are to recover our previous share of this growing and 
developing market. If there was ever a time when we relied upon 
built-in sympathy to ensure a market for our goods, that time has gone. 
It is not unknown for newly independent countries to wish to demon- 
strate their independence by a deliberate turning away from old links 
and the cultivation of new ones. It is easy — too easy — to retort that

the pendulum swings back again; trade is more likely to follow the 
technicians than some imaginary pendulum. 

I do not wish to suggest that the course of any large part of trade 
with Malaya is, or is likely to be, determined by non-commercial 
influences. The familiar cornerstones of commercial success remain 
the same; price, quality (including design), reasonable delivery dates 
(and adherence to them) and salesmanship. What it is important to 
emphasize is that in the present atmosphere of keener competition 
the penalty for failing to maintain the highest standards for all these 
points will be swiftly exacted, that the cushion of goodwill should 
play no part in our calculations, and that what is lost may be lost 
irretrievably. 

The increased prosperity of the current year will almost certainly 
lead to increased imports, including imports from the United King- 
dom, but this should not be allowed to distract attention from the 
weakening of our competitive position. Nothing about the Malayan 
market can be taken for granted. Whatever success you have had 
there in the past, and even if your own 1959 results do not reflect 
our poor general performance, I hope that you will re-examine very 
carefully every link in the chain between yourselves and the Malayan 
consumer.

Evidence of Origin for Imports and Exports of 
Small Value 


1. General. With effect from September 1, 1960, the requirements 
as to evidence of EFTA origin described in Customs Notice No. 73 
will be simplified in the case of consignments of small value imported 
into the United Kingdom. The simplified arrangements, which are 
being adopted as an experimental measure and are subject to review, 
are described in paragraphs 2 and 3 below. 


2. Goods for personal use and not for sale. A consignment of a 
value not exceeding £25 may be admitted at EFTA rates of duty 
without production of documentary evidence of origin, subject to the 
satisfaction of the Customs officer that the goods are of Area origin 
and are for personal use and not for sale, provided that they are im- 
ported by a private individual in the United Kingdom from a private 
individual in the EFTA area or that they are imported in passengers’ 
baggage and were acquired in the EFTA area. 


3. Other consignments of small value. In the case of a consign- 
ment of a value not exceeding £25, not covered by paragraph 2 above, 
consisting exclusively of goods of Area origin and consigned to the 
United Kingdom from the EFTA Area, the goods may be admitted 
at EFTA rates of duty if the commercial invoice for the goods bears a 
declaration signed by the exporter in the following terms: 


‘All the above articles are of EFTA origin.’ 


Before giving this declaration, the exporter should satisfy himself that 

the goods are of Area origin in accordance with the EFTA Convention. 

The invoice bearing this declaration is to be produced to (and retained 

— Customs, who may call for further evidence in any case of 
oubt. 


4. These arrangements replace those described in paragraph 19 of 
Customs Notice No. 73; that paragraph should therefore be regarded 
as cancelled as from September 1, 1960. 

5. The other EFTA countries will be introducing arrangements 
similar to those described above on September 1, 1960 (in some 
countries they are already in force). Exporters will wish to be aware 
that this concession by the other EFTA countries is restricted to 
consignments whose value does not exceed the following limits:

the pendulum swings back again; trade is more likely to follow the 
technicians than some imaginary pendulum. 

I do not wish to suggest that the course of any large part of trade 
with Malaya is, or is likely to be, determined by non-commercial 
influences. The familiar cornerstones of commercial success remain 
the same; price, quality (including design), reasonable delivery dates 
(and adherence to them) and salesmanship. What it is important to 
emphasize is that in the present atmosphere of keener competition 
the penalty for failing to maintain the highest standards for all these 
points will be swiftly exacted, that the cushion of goodwill should 
play no part in our calculations, and that what is lost may be lost 
irretrievably. 

The increased prosperity of the current year will almost certainly 
lead to increased imports, including imports from the United King- 
dom, but this should not be allowed to distract attention from the 
weakening of our competitive position. Nothing about the Malayan 
market can be taken for granted. Whatever success you have had 
there in the past, and even if your own 1959 results do not reflect 
our poor general performance, I hope that you will re-examine very 
carefully every link in the chain between yourselves and the Malayan 
consumer.

Evidence of Origin for Imports and Exports of 
Small Value 


1. General. With effect from September 1, 1960, the requirements 
as to evidence of EFTA origin described in Customs Notice No. 73 
will be simplified in the case of consignments of small value imported 
into the United Kingdom. The simplified arrangements, which are 
being adopted as an experimental measure and are subject to review, 
are described in paragraphs 2 and 3 below. 


2. Goods for personal use and not for sale. A consignment of a 
value not exceeding £25 may be admitted at EFTA rates of duty 
without production of documentary evidence of origin, subject to the 
satisfaction of the Customs officer that the goods are of Area origin 
and are for personal use and not for sale, provided that they are im- 
ported by a private individual in the United Kingdom from a private 
individual in the EF TA area or that they are imported in passengers’ 
baggage and were acquired in the EFTA area. 


3. Other consignments of small value. In the case of a consign- 
ment of a value not exceeding £25, not covered by paragraph 2 above, 
consisting exclusively of goods of Area origin and consigned to the 
United Kingdom from the EFTA Area, the goods may be admitted 
at EFTA rates of duty if the commercial invoice for the goods bears a 
declaration signed by the exporter in the following terms: 


‘All the above articles are of EFTA origin.’ 


Before giving this declaration, the exporter should satisfy himself that 
the goods are of Area origin in accordance with the EFTA Convention. 
The invoice bearing this declaration is to be produced to (and retained 
by) the Customs, who may call for further evidence in any case of 
doubt. 


4. These arrangements replace those described in paragraph 19 of 
Customs Notice No. 73; that paragraph should therefore be regarded 
as cancelled as from September 1, 1960. 

5. The other EFTA countries will be introducing arrangements 
similar to those described above on September 1, 1960 (in some 
countries they are already in force). Exporters will wish to be aware 
that this concession by the other EFTA countries is restricted to 
consignments whose value does not exceed the following limits: 


For imports into Austria 2,000 A. Sch. 
For imports into Denmark . 500 D. Kr. 
For imports into Norway 500 N. Kr. 
For imports into Portugal 2,000 Esc. 
For imports into Sweden 400 Sw. Kr. 
For imports into Switzerland 350 S. Fr. 


In any case of doubt, the authorities of the importing country may 
require further evidence of origin.

Marking of Imported Goods 


THE FOLLOWING amendment and additions to the Marking of 
Imported Goods Order, published in the Board of Trade Journal 
February 5, 1960, have been made with effect from January 1, 1961:

A NOTICE published in the Board of Trade Journal of April 1, 1960 
(page 736) gave advice of the abolition of visas between the United 
Kingdom and Mexico. It was stated that British businessmen who 
intend to visit Mexico for the purpose of studying the market, appoint- 
ing an agent or engaging in any matter not involving actual sales while 
in Mexico should regard themselves as tourists in this context and 
describe themselves as such when applying for a tourist card. 


It is unnecessary to mention in the application that there is any 
intention to visit Mexican firms or to indulge in the business activities 
described in the preceding paragraph.

Amendments and Extensions of 
Some Customs Duties 


A TRANSLATION of the relevant articles of Presidential Decree 
No. 592 of June 30, 1960, which amends and extends certain duties in 
the Italian Customs Tariff, is given below. 


The decree entered into force on July 2, 1960. 


Article 1 — From July 1, 1960 up to December 31, 1960, there become 
applicable to the following products imported into Italy from countries 
which are not members of the European Coal and Steel Community: 


(a) Customs duty at the rate of 1 per cent. ad valorem for pig iron, in pigs, 
blocks, lumps and similar forms, containing by weight from 0-3 per 
cent. up to 1 per cent. inclusive of titanium and from 0°5 per cent. up to 
1 per cent. inclusive of vanadium (tariff heading ex 73.01); 


(b) Customs duty at the rate of 3 per cent. ad valorem, under observance of 
the rules and conditions to be laid down by the Minister for Finance, 
for iron or steel coils for re-rolling, not clad of a width of less than 
1-50 meters (tariff heading 73.08-a-1), within the limits of a quota of 
30,000 tons, reserved for works equipped with plant for cold rolling 
of the coils — excluding those producing the said semi-manufactured 
products - who intend them exclusively for the manufacture of 
tinned, galvanized or lead-coated sheets; 


(c) suspension of Customs duty within the limits of a quota of 2,000 tons 
and under observance of the rules and conditions to be laid down by 
the Minister for Finance, for the sheets known as ‘electric sheets’ 
i? whatever may be their thickness, a watt loss per kg not exceed- 

‘75 watt —sheets with orientated crystals — (tariff headings 

73 13-a-1; 73.15-b-6-alpha-I). 


Article 2 — From the date when the present decree comes into force and 
up to December 31, 1961, the following products, intended to be used in 
the manufacture of lamp black, are admitted for import exempt from duty 
under observance of the rules and conditions to be laid down by the Minister 
for Finance: 


Aromatic residues obtained in catalytic cracking of mineral oils 
(Customs tariff heading ex 27.01-b);

Imports of Pig Meat 


UNDER the provisions of an Italian Ministerial Decree dated June 
18, 1960, which became operative on the same day, the import from 
any country of live swine (Customs Tariff No. 01.03 a), of pig meat

Upward Trend in Australian Economy 


The prospect of a 30 per cent. increase in the number of young 
Australians entering the labour market in 1962 as compared with 
1959, is outlined in an economic and investment review of Australia, 
published under the authority of the Commonwealth Government 
entitled ‘Australia —- an Economic and Investment Reference’. 


Post-war industrial expansion in Australia, says the review, has 
been greatly aided by the growth of her iron and steel industry which, 
with an annual capacity of 3-3 million tons, is now able to meet most 
home requirements at comparatively low costs — cost of structural 
steel last year was £A39 9s. 9d. per long ton, compared with 
£A48 11s. 10d. for United Kingdom and £A55 for United States. 
The Survey contains general reviews of aspects of the economy and 
sections on such matters as the tariff, the rule of law, company struc- 
tures, taxation, labour and resources and States’ aids to industry.
